STEALING THE TRUCKUK RIVER. 


We notice in the Carson Appeal an 


editorial calling attention to n pro- 
jected water steal, which is of more 
than ordinary interest to the people 
living on the bunks of the Truckee 
river. The Appeal obtains its infor- 
mation 
from 
tho San 
Francisco 


Chronicle of a few days ago which 
paper publishes a synopsis of a bill 
to be presented to tho Legislature of 
California which is to assemble in 
December. 
It is entitled "An Act 


to create an Irrigation District, to be 
culled tho West Side Irrigation Dis- 
trict," which the Chronicle s.iys com- 
prises certain territory in tho conn- 
ties of Contra Costa, Alauicda, San 
Jonquil), Stanislaus, Merced, Fresno 
and Tulare. The bill itself must be 
lengthy, 
because 
the 
Chronicle's 


synopsis occupies more than half a 
column of nonpareil type. Tho bill 
contemplates a grand irrigation sys- 
tem by means of canals which shall 
convey water sufficient to irrigate 
largo portions of tho counties named. 
Naturally considerable water will bo 
required for this purpose. A synop 
sis of Section 15 of this bill reveals 
•where tho most of it is to be taken. 
The Chronicle says: 


Section 13 authorizes tho Board to 


construct dams, etc., to take 1,000 
cubic feet per second of water from 
Xiake Tulioa, and so much trom San 
Joaquin river as shall bo required, 
and to apply to Congress for the con- 
firmation of such right of water, etc, 
to the State of California. 


Tho Chronicle, after concluding its 


synopsis, says: 


The very great importance of irri- 


gation induces us to place an abstract 
of this bill before our renders. Very 
great pains have been taken to inako 
it not only practical, but free from 
objections on constitutional grounds. 
"We presume that other b'lls will also 
be brought forward, but wo have 
seen none which appear to be better 
considered than this. If there aro 
objections, they should bo weighed, 
and, if possible, obviated before the 
meeting of the Legislature. 
There 


is now no time to be lost if we are to 
secure effective legislation at the ap- 
proaching session.
